GRAND TETONS GLACIERS. 


Story of Their Exploration by Rov. Samuel 


Parker rod Partv. 


[Special Correspondence ] 


CITEYENYE, fcept 25 — Sofar a!- 1 know the 


glacifirs on tho Grand Tetons have never 
been described. This region of Wyoming 
was first invaded by tho Rev Uamuel Par 
ker during 1835 Its firtt and probably 
only descent was made by an exploring party 
of tho United States Geological Survey , in 
charge of Mr A. D Wilson. Reaching tho 
top c f a doe]> notch 8,000 feet high, they soon 
climbed dow n <n er a bank of snow and out 
on a binall glacier, which filled tho amphi- 
theatre, 01 basin, at this point Crossing this 
quick!) thej found themselves faco to face 
with tbcs j>eak itself, where it looked as if 
it would be almost impossible to climb very 
high 1 hey halted a moment to examine the 
ground ihead 
Finally, thcj concluded to 


follow up tho long slide which camo from the 
fcouthwost slope of tho peak 
This would 


enable thorn to roach the saddle on the 
main rn!^ 
Tho} proceeded over the great 


loose moss of angular bowlders of granite, 
first glv uig strict orders that the others were 
not t j follow m line, as it would bo impos- 
sible to prevent tho bowlders from rolling 
undei tho foot of those in advance. After
